and such land can only be made by 
irrigation. 


Prof. W. I\l. .Tanline. of tho United 


States bureau of plant industry, states 
that a region "is considered arid when 
the total precipitation Is 15 inches or 
loss," but he has been out west look- 
ing at conditions as they are and ho 
finds on investigation that "recent in- 
vestigations in dry farming, or farm- 
ing without: irrigation, have dcinon- 
sl rated that paying crops can be pro: 


dueed in re.ilo:is where the annual 
precipitation is as low as ten inches, 
Ihus bringing under- cullivalion mil- 
lions of acres which up to the present 
lime have been considered useless ex- 
cept for range purposes,"
